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SES could 


reopen 
next week

The Powell County 
School System is hopeful 
that the bat situation at 
Stanton Elementary may 
soon be a thing of the 
past. So much so, that 
the students may be able 
to return to the building 
sometime next week. 

Powell County School 
Superintendent Mike Tate 
told the Times Monday 
morning that the animal 
removal company had 
completed their work this 
past Saturday. But now it 
was a wait and see situ¬ 
ation. 

“They wrote us a let¬ 
ter stating that we should 
monitor the building 
for about a week and if 
there are no bats sighted 
it could be safe to move 
back in,” Tate said. “We 
will be meeting with state 
health officials to day and 
they will inspect the area 
and give us some infor¬ 
mation on what we can do 
from here.” 

The school was shut 
down on Nov. 14 after a 
seemingly endless prob¬ 
lem with bats entering 
the building. Tate, based 
on a letter from Dr. John 
Poe, who is a state public 
health veterinarian for the 
Kentucky Department for 
Public health closed the 
school. The students were 
moved to other facilities. 
That plan has been in

On 
special occasions she 
would get my mom excit¬ 
ed and tell her she was 
going to pretty her up 
for her family coming.

not leaving the Nursing 
Home. I heard how cer¬ 
tain ones wouldn’t eat 
unless she fed them or 
talked them into it. 

I’m sure there is much 
more after all these years

has never changed. I 
know if she thought 
I was doing this she 
would say, ‘Oh no 
Annie, it’s my job, don’t 
make a fuss.’

Most people do not 
like going to a dentist, at 
least not until they have 
to go. Still more hate to 
have to drive out of the 
county to see one. That 
has now changed on both 
fronts. 

A new dentist is in 
town and he hopes to be 
able to help the people of 
Powell and surrounding 
counties. 

Dr. Adam Stowe 
has opened a practice, 
“Complete Dentistry of 
Stanton”, at 210 North 
Main Street in Stanton. 
And the location should 
be quite familiar to 
most Powell Countians.

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Powell woman fights to 
keep interview out of trial

A woman accused of first degree rob¬ 
bery was in court last week to try to 
suppress a statement she made while 
in custody on other charges. But the 
judge in the case may be leaning toward 
allowing the statement because of word 
“should.” 

Leann Pergram is set to go on trial 
next month on the robbery charge. 
Pergram and an alleged accomplice, 
Rodney Woosley, are charged with beat¬ 
ing and robbing an 85 year old James 
Todd, who lived on Main Street in 
Stanton on July 23, 2012. Todd had told 
officers that a man and a woman came 
to his door that evening. Todd said that 
they knocked on the door and then 
forced their way in. 

The elderly Todd, a veteran, was hit 
in the head with what he told family 
members was an iron pipe. At least one 
family member told the Times that a 
piece of rebar was found on the side of 
the street only a few feet from Todd’s 
home. 

Todd received 10 stitches for his inju¬ 
ry. He later was readmitted to the VA 
Medical Center. Todd passed away on 
Nov. 14, 2012, but the cause of death has 
not been directly linked to the assault 
as of press time. 

At the suppression hearing Pergram’s 
attorney, Lisa Whisman, argued that 
under the Bradley case ruling Pergram’s 
statement should be excluded. In that 
case the court ruled that when a suspect 
says they “need a lawyer “ or something 
to that affect, then all questioning must 
stop until legal counsel is provided. 
Whisman also argued that based on the 
officers remarks after Pergram, who 
was being questioned in jail while incar¬ 
cerated on other charges, had an attor¬ 
ney for those charges and that lawyer 
was not present. 

But Commonwealth Attorney Darrell 
Herald used the Bradley case in his 
argument as well. “The court ruled that 
the request for an attorney must be 
clear and unambiguous. It even gives 
examples,” Herald argued. “Bradley spe¬ 
cifically said he needs a lawyer. She 
(Pergram) did not.” 

Pergram was being held on charges of 
promoting contraband and attempting 
to bribe a witness on a different case 
when Stanton Police Lt. Arthur Lacy 


and Stanton Police Officer Donovan 
Crabtree spoke with her. They taped 
the conversation, though Whisman said 
that the officers advised Pergram it was 
not being taped. 

In the tap Pergram is heard asking 
lacy “Should I be asking for a lawyer?” 
Lacy advised her that it was up to her 
and “that’s your right.” But Pegram con¬ 
tinued to talk. It is what is said in the 
rest of the interview that Pergam and 
her attorney do not want to be admitted 
in court. 

The rest of the tape was not played, 
so it is not clear what exactly is on 
the rest of the tape. However, it would 
appear that there may be statements 
about whether or not Pergeam was at 
the scene that night. 

Whisman argued that the officer’s 
response should be taken into account. 
“His response about 'its up to you’ 
and 'that’ your right’ indicate that he 
knew exactly what she was asking for,” 
Whisman said. But Herald quickly 
reminded the court that he believes 
that Pergram was asking the interroga¬ 
tor and that under other cases, some 
in federal court, that asking the inter¬ 
rogator is not the same as asking for an 
attorney. 

Powell Circuit Judge Frank Fletcher 
did not make a final decision during 
last Friday’s hearing. “I have listened 
to the tape and the arguments today. 
I am reminded of a phrase my father 
used to tell me. 'Is it sinking in?’ It 
is sinking in on what your argument 
is. This court has to be neutral and 
detached,” he said. “Your attorney made 
a point about your statement and the 
Commonwealth has argued the other 
side. Does the word 'should’ make a dif¬ 
ference? 'Should’ probably makes your 
statement more of a question versus a 
statement and it makes that statement 
somewhat ambiguous.” 

Fletcher went on to tell Pergram and 
Whisman that he was “leaning toward 
not suppressing” the statement and 
allowing a jury to hear it, because of 
the use of the word “should.” However 
he also stated that it was not his final 
decision and he wanted to research the 
Bradley case and other legal cases on 
the issue. 

“Based on what I heard today that is 
the way I am leaning,” Fletcher said. 

Pergram’s trial on the robbery case is 
set to begin Dec. 16

Abandoned kitten can be thankful 


to have met Leigh 


The American Humane 
Association reports that 
around eight million 
stray and unwanted ani¬ 
mals end up in shelters 
every year, with nearly 
half of those euthanized 
because suitable homes 
cannot be found. National 
Geographic estimates the 
number of feral cats in 
the United States at 70 
million, further demon¬ 
strating the magnitude 
of containing the cat 
and dog population and 
finding good homes for 
the animals which can 
be located, contained and 
cared for by agencies and 
foster owners. 

Sofia, a four month old 
tortoise shell kitten found 
abandoned in the parking 
lot of the Clark Regional 
Medical Center, is one of 
the lucky ones. Sofia was 
found by Leigh M. Rose, 
an animal welfare advo¬ 
cate from Clay City who 
works as a quality man¬ 
ager for TE Connectivity, 
a global telecommunica¬ 
tions manufacturer. 

“She looked as if she 
had nowhere to turn,” 
Leigh said. “She was thin, 
dirty, and I could tell she 
had a couple of wounds 
on her body which later 
turned out to be ring¬ 
worm. I immediately took 
her to my vet, and luckily 
they found she was other¬ 
wise healthy. They treat¬ 
ed her for the ringworm 
and boarded her while I 
went to work on finding 
her a good home.” 

While Sofia was treated 
and boarded at the Clark 
County Veterinary Clinic 
in Winchester, Leigh 
went to work spreading 
the word on social media, 



posting pictures of Sofia 
and exploring options for 
a suitable home. Leigh 
said she would have 
adopted Sofia herself had 
it not been for the needs 
of one of her other cats 
Axle, who she adopted 
when he was only three 
weeks old. 

Through her Facebook 
account, Leigh quickly 
began a dialogue with 
her cousin Heather Akers 
in New York City, who 
agreed to adopt Sofia and 
pay the bulk of the board¬ 
ing and treatment costs, 
which totaled around 
$700. In turn, Leigh is 
using Frequent Flyer 
miles to fly Sofia to her 


new home in Manhattan. 

“This one kitten was 
lucky,” Leigh said. “She 
gets a happy ending. 
But there are millions of 
other animals who are 
neglected, abandoned and 
mistreated. Spaying and 
neutering pets is essen¬ 
tial, as is not taking in 
more animals than you 
can properly care for.” 

Sofia and Leigh will 
leave for New York City 
and Sofia’s new home this 
Friday on Delta Flight 
3623, which departs 
Lexington’s Blue Grass 
Airport at 9:50 a.m., arriv¬ 
ing at John F. Kennedy 
International Airport at 
2:48 p.m.

Counting the rain¬ 
drops as they beat out 
a rhythm sometimes 
passed the time of day 
until Grandma Kitty 
called out reminding her 
that there were chores 
that needed her attention. 
She knew not to dawdle 
as she quickly moved to 
the pantry and picked up 
the broom and began her 
cleaning chores. 

The other children were 
already hard at work mak¬ 
ing preparations for the 
upcoming holiday meal. 
One of the other girls 
was assigned making 
the piecrusts and on the 
tabletop she was rolling 
out the dough. 

The boys were clean¬ 
ing the feathers off the 
three chickens that would 
make up the entree while 
Kitty carried out bottles 
of green beans, beets, car¬ 
rots and tomatoes that 
would help round out the 
meal. Rufus was toting an 
armful of sweet potatoes 
from the root cellar. 

A peck of apples were 
in the process of being 
peeled, cored and sliced to 
make a passel of pies not 
only for eating but also for 
sharing with neighbors. 
It would seem this kind 
of effort would be some¬ 
thing just set aside for 
a special event such as 
Thanksgiving but in fact 
there was little change 
from day to day routine 
except that Grandma 


Kitty was adding a few 
more dishes and cooking 
a little extra in case a few 
kin dropped in.

“That the sound of 
God washing away all the 
bad things that come our 
way helping to refresh 
this land he lets us live 
upon and prepare it once 
again to give us food in 
the new year.” 

“Aren’t those all things 
we should be taking 
the time to say thanks 
about,” she asked. 
Almost in unison the 
children all said “Yes, 
Ma’am.” 

“Well, that’s enough 
rest, let’s get back to 
work,” she said as they 
all returned to the chores 
that helped to make 
Thanksgiving more than 
just another day in the 
Valley below the Gravelly 
Spur Mountain.

Bat situation is a serious matter 


Letter to the Editor: 

I read the recent article in the Times, November 21, 
2013. It was said that a bat situation had existed in 
the school for over 30 years. It is alleged that because 
of social media the situation has seemed to explode. 
According to a quoted school official, it is alleged that 
the situation had been exaggerated. 

I was advised by one school official that 100 bats 
had been observed. This is a significant number. I 
will remind the reader that at this time of year, bats 
are in hibernation and not active. They are insect 
eaters. There are no insects flying around outside in 
the winter. 

I remember an occurrence that I was a party to in 
the sixties or early seventies. I became aware of a 
case of a young man that had come under treatment 
by another physician. Despite intensive care, the 
patient became progressively worse with severe neu¬ 
rological symptoms. He was sent to the University of 
Kentucky. Despite extensive treatment, he died. The 
autopsy revealed that he died of rabies. As you may 
know, rabies is a fatal disease. At the same time, I 
was told that in the sixties the last two fatal cases 
of human rabies in Kentucky had occurred in Powell 
County. It was my job to bring any people who had 
contact with this man, including his children, for 
rabies shots. In the 1960’s the vaccine was painful, 
prolonged, and full of complications requiring three 
weeks of daily injections. There were no further cases. 
The family, in retrospect, said the patient had been 
outside one late summer day, and had felt something 


brush across his right shoulder. It was determined 
that the exposure was with a bat that lightly and 
painlessly bit him. 

During my 8 years on the Powell County School 
Board, my 48 years with the Powell County Board of 
Health and my 16 years on the Stanton City Council 
as well as my close association with the Powell County 
School System, I have never been informed we had a 
bat problem. 

I want to extend Superintendent Tate and the 
Powell County School Board my congratulations and 
appreciation for the wisdom and courage they dis¬ 
played in promptly responding to this need and taking 
the appropriate action. They hired a competent Pest 
Control Agency that was recommended by the State 
Public Health Veterinarian, John Poe. Handling the 
problem of keeping the children and teachers safe and 
continuing their education was exemplary. 

The death of another Powell County resident would 
be a painful event too awful to consider.

School board discusses growth and the Academy

The Powell County School Board meeting was 
held a week late due to a brief hospital stay by 
Superintendent Mike Tate. Add in the situation at 
Stanton Elementary and it looked like it could be a 
long night. But that was not the case as the board heard information about their 
growth rate and the Powell County Academy. But no angry parents or problems 
arose. 

The only issue was a form type of resolution, passed by up to 100 other schools, 
asking state leaders to live up to their promise and fund the school systems. But 
Board Chairman Marty Burton had a small problem with the wording. 

“It says in the last paragraph something about raising revenues if necessary and 
we all know that means he (Gov. Beshear) will bring up gaming again,” Burton 
said. “I am against that and would like to have that wording changed.” 

Board members agreed that more revenue was needed for the school, but they 
also agreed that gaming, like casino gambling, was not acceptable. After a brief 
discussion the board decided to remove that wording from the resolution and then 
pass it. 

Sarah Wasson, the Director of Pupil Personnel, reported to the board that as of 
the meeting last Monday only three students had dropped out of school. “Two of 
those we cannot locate. We do not know if they have moved or where they are right 
now,” Wasson said. “We have to count them as dropouts until we find out. But with¬ 
out them we have only one true student who dropped out.” 

Wasson said that last year the school system had five drop out. She credits the 
decrease in drop outs in the past few years to a program the system has imple¬ 
mented to help intervene and try to get the student to finish school. 

Wasson also reported that the school system, a of the second month report, had 
gained a 14.94 percent growth. Tate explained that even though the actual num¬ 
bers of kids may have declined, the attendance rates are included in the figures. 
Powell's attendance rate through Nov. 15 is 93.79 percent district wide. 

'That will help us get an increase in SEEK money,” Wasson reported. SEEK 


money comes form the Tate and is one of the biggest revenue generators for the 
school system. 

Wasson also reported that truancy is also down. The school system utilizes a 
program where if a student is truant too many times Powell District Judge Kenny 
Profitt will issue a letter to the parents to come in and discuss the issue. The plan 
seems to be working in cutting down on students not attending school. 

Powell County Academy principal/director Kenny Rice spoke to the board about 
his numbers as well. The Academy, formerly known as the Alternative School, does 
take in students who are either in trouble at the other schools or can use a more 
direct approach with learning issues. 

Rice said that to date he has 27 students at the Academy this year. Of those 18 
are high school students and the rest are middle school students. Last year Rice 
worked with 70 students and for the fourth year in a row had no drop outs. “Our 
daily attendance is 88.6 percent and I have one student we have had for 42 days 
and they've missed 29 or our attendance would be higher,” Rice said. 

The board seemed pleased with the reports and thanked both Wasson and Rice 
for the work they have done. Wasson thanked Tate and the administrators for the 
work they have done in handling the Stanton Elementary situation. 

The board then went on to approve the consent agenda, which included accepting 
a $5,000 donation from Pepsi Cola Bottlers, Inc. for sponsorship at the high school. 
They also approved the fifth payment to Manila Design & Construction for the 
work they are doing on the renovation and addition being added to the high school. 
The amount approved was for $169,595.63. 

The board then approved adding some insurance to their bus fleet. They added 
a comp/collision policy for buses which are 10 years old or newer for replacement 
costs. The added policy will run $1,350 per year. 

T believe it is a good move when you consider a new bus runs between $85,000 
and $90,000,” Take said. The board approved it unanimously. They also approved 
authorization to purchase a bus. Tate believes that transportation may need to buy 
a new special needs bus this year.

place for the past week and a half. 

“We are waiting to see if the sealing 
they have done has worked and if it 
has, and based on what we hear at he 
meeting, we would like to move back 
into the building at the end of this 
week or the beginning of next week. 
That depends on the monitoring,” Tate 
added. “We would have to set a time- 
frame for moving all of the items cur¬ 
rently moved out to the other facilities 


back into the building. It could be the 
middle of next week.” 

Tate said that when the animal 
removal company began their work at 
the school they found between three to 
five bats. However, since working here 
for the past week, they have not seen 
any since. 

“We want to be careful and not act 
too quickly,” Tate said. “We want to get 
back, but we also want to make sure 
the school is safe.” 

Students and parents will be 
notified once a decision has been 
made possibly via the school's 
One Call System.

“Over the last year I 
have worked on the paint¬ 
ing, plumbing, organizing 
subcontractors and even 
working on the ceiling to 
get this office ready,” he 
said.

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Thanksgiving and the holidays 
can be happy, if we use food 
safety guidleines 


Parties, family dinners and seasonal 
gatherings where food is served are tra¬ 
ditional part of holiday cheer. This holi¬ 
day season, the Kentucky Department 
for Public Health (DPH) urges consum¬ 
ers to take precautions in purchasing 
and preparing food items, and to pay 
close attention to good hygiene prac¬ 
tices to combat foodborne illness this 
Thanksgiving and Christmas. 

Here are a few simple food safety tips 
to avoid getting sick during the holiday 
season: 

Safe Storage Temperatures 

• Keep hot foods hot and cold foods 
cold. Hot foods should be held at 135 
degrees Fahrenheit or warmer. Cold 
foods should be kept at least 41 degrees 
Fahrenheit or below. 

• Foods that sit out on the buffet table 
for longer than two hours should be 
discarded. 

Safe Food Handling 

• Always wash your hands before and 
after handling food. 

• Use two cutting boards. One should 
be used for preparing raw meat, poul¬ 
try and fish and the other for cutting 
cooked food or preparing salads. 

• Wash fruits and vegetables before 
preparing. 

• Keep your kitchen, dishes and uten¬ 
sils clean. 

• Never put cooked food back on 
plates or platters where raw meat or 
poultry were previously stored. 

• Wash and sanitize food contact sur¬ 
faces often. 

• Never thaw a turkey or other meats/ 
poultry on the kitchen counter. Thawing 
at room temperature increases the risk 
of bacteria growth at the surface even 
though the interior may still be chilled. 

• Thaw turkey and other frozen meat 
items in a refrigerator with a tempera¬ 
ture of 41 degrees Fahrenheit or colder. 
The turkey should be thawed in its 
original wrap, on a tray placed in the 
bottom section of the refrigerator. A 20- 
pound turkey needs four to five days to 
thaw completely when thawed in the 
refrigerator. 

• A turkey can also be placed under 
cool running water at a temperature 
of 75 degrees Fahrenheit or less, or 
thawed in a microwave, provided the 
turkey is cooked immediately. 

Cook thoroughly 

• If you are cooking foods in advance 
of your party, be sure to cook foods 
thoroughly to a safe minimum internal 


temperature. 

• Use a metal-stemmed meat ther¬ 
mometer to determine when the turkey 
is done by inserting the thermometer 
in the thickest part of the turkey thigh. 
When the thermometer reaches between 
165-180 degrees Fahrenheit, the turkey 
is done. 

• Safe cooking temperatures for other 
foods are as follows: seafood, 145 degrees 
Fahrenheit; ground beef, veal, lamb and 
pork, 160 degrees Fahrenheit; ground 
turkey, chicken and other poultry prod¬ 
ucts, 165 degrees Fahrenheit. 

• Don't eat uncooked cookie dough, 
which may contain raw eggs. 

• Cook eggs until the yolks and whites 
are firm. 

• When making your own eggnog or 
other recipe calling for raw eggs, use 
pasteurized shell eggs, liquid or fro¬ 
zen pasteurized egg products, or pow¬ 
dered egg whites. Unpasteurized, raw 
shell eggs and egg products could con¬ 
tain Salmonella and other pathogens. 
Pasteurized shell eggs are now avail¬ 
able at many grocery stores. Like all 
eggs, they must be kept refrigerated 
for safety and quality. Pasteurized shell 
eggs can be identified by a red “P” in a 
circle stamped on the shell. 

Leftovers 

• Leftovers should be stored in the 
refrigerator within two hours after cook¬ 
ing is complete, this includes pumpkin 
pie. 

• Leftovers should be divided into 
smaller portions and stored in several 
shallow containers. 

• Use refrigerated turkey and stuff¬ 
ing within three to four days. Use gravy 
within one to two days. 

• Frozen leftovers should be eaten 
within two to six months. 

• Reheat all leftovers to 165 degrees 
Fahrenheit throughout or until steam¬ 
ing hot. Soups, sauces and gravies 
should be brought to a rolling boil for at 
least one minute. 

Most importantly, if you are uncer¬ 
tain a food has been stored safely or is 
still safe to eat, it's best to follow the old 
food safety maxim of “when in doubt, 
throw it out.”

State's snow and ice removal priorities for 
Powell County set for winter season 



The Kentucky 

Transportation Cabinet's 
Department of Highways 
has established priority 
routes for snow and ice 
removal for the upcoming 
winter season in Powell 
County. 

The Department of 
Highways is responsible 
for keeping approximate¬ 
ly 149 miles of state- 
maintained roadway in 
Powell County passable 
in inclement weather. It 
sets snow removal pri¬ 
orities according to the 
amount and nature of 
traffic on the routes with¬ 
in each individual county. 
Priority A routes include 
major through routes and 
are those most heavily 
traveled. Priority B routes 
include other important, 
but lesser traveled, routes 
in the county. Other roads 
fall into Priority C. 

In Powell County, 
Priority A highways 
are the Bert T. Combs 
Mountain Parkway, KY 
11, KY 82 and a portion 
of KY 213. 

“We have already had an 
accumulating snow this 
month, although it didn't 
impact travel conditions,” 
said Corbett Caudill, chief 
district engineer for the 
Department of Highways 
District 10. “Forecasters 
are calling for more snow 
and cold weather for 
this winter than we've 
had in years past. The 
Transportation Cabinet 
recognizes how important 
roadway conditions are to 
Kentucky motorists. We 


are dedicated to keeping 
state highways clear and 
safe for travel. Our snow 
removal crews will work 
long, hard hours during 
the winter to keep our 
highways passable.” 

“We ask drivers to 
be patient during snow 
removal operations,” 
Caudill added. “Drivers 
should slow down, keep 
an eye out for snowplows, 
and remember to buckle 
up to ensure their safety. 
Our crews will work as 
fast as they can to clear 
the highways.” 

Again this year, District 
10 will use Twitter and 
Facebook to provide cur¬ 
rent, updated reports on 
road conditions when 
weather-related emergen¬ 
cies occur. These social 
media outlets are avail¬ 
able on home comput¬ 
ers and Internet-enabled 
smartphones. 


“Our use of social media 
and the Internet contin¬ 
ues to grow and evolve,” 
Caudill said, “and we plan 
to make full use of these 
services this winter. We 
urge motorists to check 
these sources before they 
leave home to know the 
status of our highways 
during winter weather 
events.” 

For the latest road con¬ 
ditions in bad weather, 
motorists may also dial 
511 to hear traffic and 
travel information. 
Signs have been erected 
throughout the 10 coun¬ 
ties of District 10 to pro¬ 
mote the 511 service. 
Maps showing the snow 
removal priority routes 
may be viewed at http:// 
go.usa.gov/gmDe.

Encouraging word: More than entertaining and feasting 


After crossing the Atlantic 
Ocean through stormy 
weather at the worst pos¬ 
sible time of the year, the 
Howard Coop MAYFLOWER landed at 
Guest Columnist Provincetown Harbor on 
Cape Cod on Nov. 11, 1620. 
That was almost five hundred 
miles north of its intended destination in Virginia. 
Then, on Dec. 21, 1620, the Pilgrims, one hundred 
one in number, went from the MAYFLOWER by 
way of a small craft to a granite boulder, known as 
Plymouth Rock, to begin a new life in a new world. 

The first winter at Plymouth was extremely dif¬ 
ficult for the Pilgrims. They were in a different cli¬ 
mate, and the weather was bad. Ships did not arrive 


as scheduled with supplies. So, food was exceedingly 
scarce, and tradition says their ration was five grains 
of parched corn a day. By the time winter was over, 
almost half of the Pilgrims had died; only 54 sur¬ 
vived. 

At the end of the first harvest, William Bradford, 
Governor of the Plymouth Colony, called for 
the Pilgrims to observe a day of thanksgiving. 
Responding to that proclamation, the Pilgrims and 
friendly Indians “entertained and feasted” for three 
days. 

But it was more than entertaining and feasting. 
Based upon an old Judeo-Christian tradition that 
was dear to the Pilgrims and one that was over three 
thousand years old, harvest was a time to remember, 
even in difficult times, that many blessings have 


been received, the source of those blessings is rec¬ 
ognized and a grateful heart gives thanks for those 
blessings. That tradition was passed onto future 
generations of American citizens, and thanksgiving 
became a national holiday that is celebrated annu¬ 
ally with families gathering to entertain and feast. 

As Thanksgiving is celebrated this year, times are 
less than good. On the international scene, terrorists 
are active and strike with devastating results and the 
entire Middle East is in turmoil. On the national 
scene, an unstable economy is a major concern, and 
many struggle to find work. Yet, in difficult times, 
there are many things that make life good. On this 
special day, we can remember those things, recog¬ 
nize their source, and be thankful for them.

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Happy Thanksgiving, Part 1 

As we gather together this week¬ 
end with our friends and family, 
it’s encouraging to know that our 
Thanksgiving dinner this year is 
just a little cheaper than it was 
last year. Each year, for the past 27 
years, the American Farm Bureau 
puts together a menu for the clas¬ 
sic Thanksgiving dinner and com¬ 
pares prices for this meal across 
the country. This year the aver¬ 
age cost for your dinner including 
turkey stuffing, cranberries, sweet 
potatoes, pumpkin pie and all the 
trimmings will cost on an average 
of $49.04. This is actually down 
about 44 cents from last year, to 
feed a meal for a family of 10. 

Here in 2013, according to the 
national survey, the cost of a 16 
pound turkey will roughly be $1.36 
per pound which is about 3 cents 
less than in 2012, or about $.47 less 
per turkey. In addition to turkey, 
other items that declined include: 
a dozen brown and serve rolls, 
($2.18); one pound of green peas 
($1.54); a 14 ounce of cubed bread 
stuffing ($2.67); Fresh cranberries 
($2.42); a half pint of whipping 
cream, ($1.85) and two -nine inch 
pie crusts at $2.49. 

Items that showed a moderate 
price increase for 2013 included 
three pounds of sweet potatoes, at 
$3.36; one gallon of whole milk at 
$3.66; and a 30 ounce can of pump¬ 
kin pie mix at $3.10. Also a com¬ 
bined group of miscellaneous items 
, including coffee and ingredients 
necessary to prepare the meal, 
(onions, eggs, sugar, flour, butter 
and evaporated milk, increased to 
$3.20 A one pound relish tray also 
increased the overall cost up 81 
cents. 

The average cost of the tradi¬ 
tional Thanksgiving dinner has 
remained around $49 since 2011. 

The AFB survey was put togeth¬ 
er with the work of over 200 vol¬ 
unteers from 35 states and has 
used the same Thanksgiving din¬ 
ner menu since it began in 1986 
to allow for consistent price com¬ 
parisons. 

We all know that special sales 
and price promotions may make 
prices for the traditional turkey 
dinner even go down somewhat, 
but also know this $49 meal does 
not include some of your favorite 
extras you may have this weekend 
such as that special seven layer 
salad, or out of this world chocolate 
cake. 

Whatever your Thanksgiving 
meal consists of this weekend, enjoy 
it with your family and friends and 
remember those farmers down the 
road or across the country who 
made it possible for us to enjoy.

While struggling on what to 
write this week for Thanksgiving, 
my wife ran upon a part of the 
original proclamation written by 
President Abraham Lincoln actu¬ 
ally making the last Thursday in 
November as an official holiday 
we now call “Thanksgiving”. The 
words within his proclamation are 
moving, not only for 1863, but for 
today as well. 


Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
changed that date to the “fourth” 
Thursday in November back in 
1941-basically to create a longer 
Christmas shopping season. 

Lincoln certainly gave credit to 
where credit was due, and was 
not afraid to give credit and his 
praise to his beneficient Father 
who dwelleth in the Heavens. He, 
like David, looked to the hills for 
his strength and his wisdom. He 
was not afraid of the public percep¬ 
tion. He did not ask all his con- 
stituients if this was the popular 
thing to do, or if it might cost him 
a few votes in the process. He knew 
where his blessings came from, 
even amid the noise of battle with 
the thousands of lives that had 
been lost in the Civil War. He, more 
than any American President had 
reason to be saddened and at a loss 
due to the war. But he took time to 
be thankful and encouraged all of 
America to do the same. 

Enjoy this proclamation: 

By the President of the United 
States of America. 

A Proclamation. 

The year that is drawing towards 
its close , has been filled with the 
blessings of fruitful fields and 
healthful skies. To these bounties , 
which are so constantly enjoyed 
that we are prone to forget the 
source from which they come , oth¬ 
ers have been added, which are of 
so extraordinary a nature , that they 
cannot fail to penetrate and soften 
even the heart which is habitu¬ 
ally insensible to the ever watchful 
providence of Almighty God. 

In the midst of a civil war of 
unequaled magnitude and sever¬ 
ity ., which has sometimes seemed 
to foreign States to invite and to 
provoke their aggression, peace has 
been preserved with all nations, 
order has been maintained, the 
laws have been respected and 
obeyed, and harmony has prevailed 
everywhere except in the theatre of 
military conflict; while that theatre 
has been greatly contracted by the 
advancing armies and navies of 
the Union. Needful diversions of 
wealth and of strength from the 
fields of peaceful industry to the 
national defense, have not arrested 
the plough, the shuttle or the ship; 
the axe has enlarged the borders 
of our settlements, and the mines, 
as well of iron and coal as of the 
precious metals, have yielded even 
more abundantly than heretofore. 
Population has steadily increased, 
notwithstanding the waste that has 
been made in the camp, the siege 
and the battle-field; and the coun¬ 
try, rejoicing in the consciousness 
of augmented strength and vigor, 
is permitted to expect continuance 
of years with large increase of 
freedom. No human counsel hath 
devised nor hath any mortal hand 
worked out these great things. They 
are the gracious gifts of the Most 
High God, who, while dealing with 


us in anger for our sins, hath never¬ 
theless remembered mercy. 

It has seemed to me fit and proper 
that they should be solemnly, rever¬ 
ently and gratefully acknowledged 
as with one heart and one voice by 
the whole American People. I do 
therefore invite my fellow citizens 
in every part of the United States, 
and also those who are at sea and 
those who are sojourning in foreign 
lands, to set apart and observe the 
last Thursday of November next, as 
a day of Thanksgiving and Praise 
to our beneficent Father who dwell¬ 
eth in the Heavens. 

And I recommend to them that 
while offering up the ascriptions 
justly due to Him for such singular 
deliverances and blessings, they do 
also, with humble penitence for our 
national perverseness and disobe¬ 
dience, commend to His tender care 
all those who have become widows, 
orphans, mourners or sufferers in 
the lamentable civil strife in which 
we are unavoidably engaged, and 
fervently implore the interposition 
of the Almighty Hand to heal the 
wounds of the nation and to restore 
it as soon as may be consistent 
with the Divine purposes to the full 
enjoyment of peace, harmony, tran¬ 
quility and Union. 

In testimony whereof, I have 
hereunto set my hand and caused 
the Seal of the United States to 
be affixed. Done at the City of 
Washington, this Third day of 
October, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-three, and of the Independence 
of the Unites States the Eighty- 
eighth. 

By the President : Abraham 
Lincoln
